WATER  SUPPLY :  - 

The  supply  remains  the  sane  and  there  was  no  short aye 
duriny  the  year.  Thirteen  samples  were  examined  b act erio logically  at 
the  County  Pathological  Laboratory  and  all  except  one  were  returned  as 
yood.  The  exception  was  investigated  and  was  probably  due  to  war 
conditions,  and  the  next  samples  were  yood.  Slight  over-chlorination 
occurred  on  four  occasions  but  not  to  the  extent  it  did  in  the  past. 

There  is  no  plumbo -solvent  action.  The  catchment  area  of  the 
Littlestone  Water  Company  is  being  carefully  watched  for  any  form  of 
contamination.  About  60 >4  of  the  dwelling  houses  are  directly  attached 
to  the  Water  Mains  and  75>o  of  the  population  derives  its  water  supply 
thus.  Some  10)4  of  the  dwelling  houses  yet  their  water  from  standpipes 
and  15)4  of  the  population  derives  its  water  supply  thus. 

HOUSING 

A  very  large  number  of  houses  have  been  damaged  by  enemy 
action,  some  beyond  repair,  and  the  necessity  for  first-aid  repairs  has 
prevented  the  commencement  of  the  general  housing  survey  which  the 
Ministry  requires.  Post  War  Housing  Schemes  for  Temporary  (30),  and 
Permanent  (50)  houses  are  in  course  of  preparation.
